In 1975，thie Office for Civil 
Rights (OCR) issued a more 
detailed document in which speci- 
fic programswererecommendedto 
eliminate educational practices 
unlawful under the Lau ruling. 
This document，popularly known 
as the Lau Remedies stipulates 
varieties of measures，including 
Bilingual 玉 ducation, to help those 
students whose English pro- 
ficiency is limited. 

Because of the time required to 
develop English proficiency， 
many students cannot readily 
comprehend English ， language 
textbooks， If compelled to _ use 
them exclusively，they may fall 
permanently below their grade 
level in content knowledge，Imn 
order to avoid this，the Bilingual 
Education Drograms begin teach- 
ing subject matter in the native 
language, As the student develops 
English proficiency subjects are 
taught in both languages until， 
finally, the student is able to learn 
content matter in English. 

REFEFORM 

School districts that failed to 
comply with the Lau ruling: were 
required to reform their programs 
andq_ student services，The Lau 
Remedies were used by OCR as a 
guideline to evaluate the revised 
programs， They do not have the 
force of ljaw.

finally cleared, Swan said. 

REMOTE 
The caravan travelled for 2 


weeks through the remote reaches、 


of Tibet，Ppassing along the north 
side of Mt，Everest，and finally 
finishing in Katmandu，Number- 
ing well over a hundred，the 


group of scientists, .cooks and - 


drivers stayed mainly at militaiy 
instajlations，and were treated to 
mary-course meals each evening， 
Swan reported : 

The expedition was extremely 
well-organized and smoothly rum， 
Swan noted， 了 scorting 50-some 
foreign scientists“of almost every 
Possible personality”through the 
remote，cold terrain Was no easy 
task,， he added，but the Chinese 
succeeded admirably， He added

Chinatown Youth Center at 1693 
Polk Street continues to help 
youths weather the storms of 
adolescence by providing coumnsel- 
ing and constructive alternatives 
to drugs and gang-involvement. 

“In the broader view, the prob- 
lems are overwhelming 一 sub- 
standard，over-crowded housing， 
lack of jobs, and all the rest 一 and 
we cant really attack them。VWe 
are just working on a_ little tiny 
aspect of the problems，but were 
doing a good job. If you look up 
and see the massive Problems 
within the comrmunity， it can get 
discouraging, But we have to keep 
on trying 一 these are people with 
very Teal，immediate problems， 
andiiwedonthelp, theyre going 
to be just so much the worse off, 
explained ，the :Centers new 
director, Diane Yen-meiVong. 

A native of Seattle，VWong had 
Served as executive 
director of the Washington State 
Commission on Asian American 


Affairs，as an attorney，and as an 


instructor in women's studies and 
Asian American Studies at 
Washington University，She has 
worked at the Center since 
December 1980，and -praised the 
dedication of the Centers sta 任 
and two boards. 

The Center's_ youth Programs 
arIe DIeventive, not interventive 35 
they were for a time when it was 
first founded in 1970， Wong 
explained. As such，they address 
the problems that may influence a 
youth s movement into_ gang acti- 
vities and drug abuse. 

Of the Centers three main 
Service areas 一 counseling，drug 
education and employment coun-

seling 一 Wong said that -the 
employment section sees the most 
youths. 

“All they want is a job . ， ， 
They're “basically “looking for 
Security. hey see the struggle of 
their parents to find- work，and 
they dont want to worry: about 


where the money for rent and ， 


meajls is coming from,” Wong 
explained. The youths are about 
50% newly immigrated, and 50% 
American-born ， 

The _ employment _ component 
has four sections: direct Place- 
ment，on-the-job training， Work 
experience in non-profit organi- 
Zatiomns，and classroom -training. 
Workshops are also given in 
interview techniques 一 how to fi 
out applications，how to answWer 
questions, shake hands, use abbre- 
Viations，etc. 

Most of the job placement 
involves cjlerical positions or jobs 
in Testaurants，stores，and box 
offices，but Wong would like to 
see more professional-related jobs 
developed.、 

While . many of the youths 
seeking employment information 
are sejf-referred or referred by 
friends,，many of the youths seek- 
ing counseling have been re- 
ferred by the Youth Cuidance 
Center and school counselors，be- 
cause of truancy，drug abuse， 


gang involvement or other prob-, 


lems，Wong said，And unfortu- 
nately，many wait Until a crisis 
develops，instead of coming ip 
when the problems are more 
manageable, she added. 

“Wetry to build up the youth s 


self-esteeni and confidence, so that- 


they don't need approval from 
that type of peer (delinquernits) 
. .We try to _ help build up a 
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(Leland Wong photo) 
Support System that can help them 


make decisions . . . We try to help 


the youth understand him or her- 
self,， Wong explained. 

“The problems aren't all cul- 
ture-related，Just growing up 一 
just adoleseence itself can be 
trying. And then it's tough to deal 
with the problems in Chinatown 
一 the unemployment，crowded 
living conditions，the stress,”she 
added, 

By providing constructive out- 
jets for that stress and tension 一 
by way of counseling， sessions， 
sports,， field trips，social activities 
一 the Center hopes to divert the 
youth from involvement: with 
gangsand drugs， 

Conflicting cultural values can 
heighten_ the _ normal tensions of 
adolescence，Wong noted.， As an 
example she ， mentioned the 
growing sense of sexuajlity that 
develops during adolescence， 

“Traditionally，Chinese parents 
are veIy protective 一 they want 
their daughters to be very modest， 
and not go out at night， Mean- 
while，the girls _ are bombarded 
with ,messages on TV，i .the 
papers, at school 一 that are very 
sexual， This conflicts with their 
parents ”opinions and can lead to 
Problems，VWong explained. 

SESSIONS 

The traditional Asian reverence 
of education can .be another 
source of conflict，noted Wong. 
Chinese Parents often urge their 
children to go to school， “po 
Imatter what, ”believing that an 
education is the key to future jobs 
and Success， 

But for the children 一 who 
Imay face severe difficulties with 
language comprehension, find the 
curriculum totally irrelevant, or 
even fear violence=- school may be 
a dreaded place.， Bored and dis- 
couraged，they may skip classes 
and want to drop out of school. 
Not understanding the Pressures 
their children face at school， 
parents may hound their children
